April 10 Hfi — Three 
crewmen of a Delta nir linen DC-7 
reported Uinl they wllhci.ied over 
Baton RouKclJi., cnrly today whnl 
Uiey believed to bo Uio denth of 
Ituuln's sputnik IT. 

The crew hendcd by Capl. B. E. 
Price of Dallns saw a flaming ob- 
ject trnvellng on course at nn ex- 
tremely hlsh rate of speed In a 
southeastern direction. 

"II broke into two separate bodlci 
nbout five seconds after the first 
ob-iervntlon," Price said. 'And II was 
completely consumed In flames about 
10 seconds nflcr wb first saw 11." 

SclenllsLi had agreed earlier that 
this probably would be the last week 
lor the second sputnik, with ILi dead 
dog pn-vicnger. The Ruulan satellite
